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One is not long associated with the 3tu<2y cf UFO 
literature, or tho work of research into tha phenomena, 
without coning upon those strange and fantastic reports’ 
of spacecraft being3 ana their behaviour. In this categ¬ 
ory are those accounts of green con; Little con; vory 
weird disappearing men; ana many other such stories. 

At first the logical mind does the natural thing 
in casting aside such "rubbish" as unworthy of consider¬ 
ation. Without specifying any particular case as being 
more fantastic than others and not verth consideration, 
one i3 compelled by weight of evidence at tines to 3tudy 
them in the light of possibilities, even if they are im¬ 
probable to t?.u3 human mind. And it i3 hore that the whole 
key of the researcher's work lies; for we are naturally 
prone to measure everything up on the scale of our own 
human conceptions, rather than realise that wc are liter¬ 
ally dealing with things "out ■ of tliis world" and which 
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therefore in some cases are hot necessarily human as we 
know it. 

Let us then before we cast aside such cases, stop 
and consider some of them at least. 

Take the cases of the men three or four feet high. 
Surely this is one of the most reasonable of the reports 
for it is not beyond our own human standard. Ue have men 
of the pygmy tribes, and the Masai, both extremes in 
stature, in one continent alone on this Earth; why: not on 
other planets? 

Then there are the 'reports of hairy, animal-like 
creatures. Do we not use animals, here on Earth, to do 
laborious work for us? It is to be noted that in such re¬ 
ports the creatures were doing manual labour; therefore 
is it not reasonable to suppose that they could have been 
trained by the intelligentsia of the saucers to do such 
work while they remained as the scientific crew? 

It must be added that these reports have been 
given by many reliable witnesses. 

From these we go to- the definitely weird and fan¬ 
tastic reports. Space does not permit us to probe into 
these here; but one cannot with a wave of the band dis¬ 
miss them all entirely. One should file them ready for 
further investigation as more evidence arrives. Possibil¬ 
ities of alien forms.of liffe have not passed the mind of 
the great scientist Professor Oborth, who prefers to bel¬ 
ieve that a form of life dissimilar to ours is more like¬ 
ly than that of homo sapiens to exist on other planets. 

He himself is a declared believer in the UFO as being ex¬ 
tra-terrestrial. n ' 

While we as a society prefer to take the opposite 
view as most possible in general, wq. cannot afford to ig¬ 
nore any case and therefore must await with patience fut¬ 
ure revelation of knowledge. Because the evidence, in 
these cases and others, at -times appears to be beyond our 
ken, we would be foolish indeed to cast any evidence com¬ 
pletely aside as impossible. We must remember thab the 
Great Architect in his Grand'Design of the Universe may 
have many designs and patterns beyond our greatest imag¬ 
ination. (continued on P. 10) 
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At the December meeting, the Hon. Secretary gave 
an address on "Living Conditions on Other Planots 11 . He 
said that from many sources, there were suggestions that 
people lived on other planets* He would therefore start 
with the assumption that at least some of the planets 
were inhabited, and consider the scientific evidence of 
conditions on those planets to see if this evidence could 
be made to fit the assumption* 

Mercury, he said, was;apparently airless, and the 
side facing the sun was too hot to support human life; 
however there was- a twilight zone where the -temperature 
would be tolerable. Venus was, possibly habitable, since 
nothing was definitely known about conditions undor the 
doop cloud layer. Mars had a thin atmosphere; it might bo 
similar tc-that of the Earth at an altitude of ten miles. 
The low Martian gravity night nako a thinner atcosphoro 
habitable to hunan beings, who may have evolved to live 
in it. The fifth planet had t>een blown to asteroids, but, 
done of these night bo used p.s bases. 

The four giant planejts, he continued, appeared to 
‘Have atncspheres containing ammonia and methane; however^ 
these were in the outer layers and wo could not say with ’ 
certainty what was beneath. Although these planets were 
so far from the sun, it was possible, because of their 
size, that their temperatures were high enough to be hab¬ 
itable. One serious drawback.was their excessively high 
gravities. Referring tc tb%satellites, he' said that evi¬ 
dence from many sources suggested that there wore bases 
on the Moon'. Although the Moon's atmosphere was negligib¬ 
le, people could live there-,in sealed cities, as,it was 
proposed that we should do if wo ever reached our satell¬ 
ite. It was equally possible that there wore bases on the 
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other satellites in the solar system; so that when claims 
were made..;by Saucerians to come from Saturn of Jupiter, 
they couldiactually have come from the satellites of 
those planets. 

JANUARY RECESS

The Society went into recess during January and 
over the.Christmas holidays; thus there was no General 
Mooting held in January. However, seme activity continued 
behind the scenes. Tho nest notable event was the arrival 
of a copy''of George Adanski *s new book, "Inside the 
Space Siiips". 

ADDRESS BYC.S.I. PRESIDENT 

Also during January the Society received a tape 
recording-of an address by Harold Fulton, the President 
of Civilian Saucer Investigation (Few Zealand), given 
some weeks previously to personnel at the Uhenuapai Air 
Force Station. This recording, with some additional mat¬ 
erial specially recorded fer the A.F.S.R.S. by Mr. Fulton 
was played to members and friends at the February General 
Meeting* v 

In the course of his address Mr. Fulton commented 
that hadvMr. Quarles said in his recent Press statement 
(see "Record", Vol. 1, No. 4, ?• 25) that flying saucers 
wore real, they would net have been able to find enough 
seats fey:, the audience. It whs, to people like themselves, 
a little frustrating to have'such things said, when-they 
knew thht it was not true. It would bo criminal folly for 
him to come up on the stage and try to impress his audi¬ 
ence in:.#-.subject that had no basis in fact. If one dealt 
exclusively with a subject, and went into it in every de¬ 
tail, and tried to be as thorough as possible, one should 
automatically become an authority. Ho himself had been 
studyingtho subject for nine years; and teday, in close 
liason irith other investigators in many countries, they 
did havCia most comprehensive coverage of the subject. 
Amongst/.the civilian investigators were many men of sci- 
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ence, who wore accopted and distinguished in their fields. 
But as single voices^ speaking without authority, they 
could not make much 'headway. Still, Mr. Fulton continued, 
there was a continuous conversion of people^to the opin¬ 
ion that, there 1 was "semething in flying saucers.” It was 
very seldom indeed that you found someone who wont from 
a believer to a disbeliever; and a 3 long as that was the 
case, then the project was worth while. 

Referring to Donald Keyhoe’s books, and official 
denials that saucers existed, Mr. Fulton said that there 
was a high-level, international conspiracy without equal 
in our history. Only time could prove whether he was tal¬ 
king truth or nonsense: he had every confidence in his 
statement. Speaking of the part played by radar, he said 
that some years ago, when there were not many radar rep¬ 
orts known to the public, the scientists were- saying, "If 
we had radar confirmation, there would be no doubts what¬ 
soever that those things c:d.st !l . Now today wo knew that - 
there were numerous radar reports, some of them most spe¬ 
ctacular. ", 

Speaking of Koyhce's how bock, "The Flying Saucer 
Conspiracy", Mr. Fulton said that the most amazing things 
wore revealed in the book, and all our suspicions were 
more than substantiated. It showed beyond a shadow of 
doubt that the UFO's were of an interplanetary nature. It ■ 
contained a report that Mount Falomar Observatory had 
studied the nocn bridge, and tty spectroscopic analysis 
had proved that it wa3 artificial, being made cf steel; 
also that Dr. Slipher was convinced that tho canals on 
Kars were artificial, being waterways with vegetation on 
both-sides. "

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o DO SAUCERS HAVE BASES ON EARTH? o

As one who hat; lived in the Far East for twenty- 
five years, I ain convinced that interplanetary craft have 
base3 in Asia# 

This conclusion I have reached after studying 
Chinese and Tibetan lore. Desmond Leslio mentions Venus¬ 
ian Kumaras most‘appropriately in "Flying Saucers Have 
Landed". The. myth of Shambhala, the City of Cosmic 1-fen, 
is known in Asia far and wide. 

I had the great privilege to meet the famous mas¬ 
ter-painter -Nicholas Roerich in Shanghai,. China, in 1935 
upon his rotum from an expedition in Central Asia. Some 
years before that Prof. Roerich saw a saucer in the Koko- 
ncr desert. Donald Keyhoe calls this tho last sighting 
listed before World War 2 because of its factual charact¬ 
er as it was described in Roerich's book, published in 
New York in’1921. Harold Wilkins also refers to this 
sighting in the book "Flying Saucers on the Moon." 

In his books Roerich admits that "we ourselves 
have seen a white frontier post of one of the three out¬ 
posts of Shambhala." Does the Shambhala legend point to 
the existence of an interplanetary base in the unexplored 
tfagiors of-.Aft.ia? "In the legends, tradition and songs of 
Shambhala is contained perhaps the most significant mess¬ 
age of the East....." says Roerich. 

Roerich had once asked a learned lama: "Lama, an¬ 
cient teachings tell us that very soon new energies shall 
be given to h uma nity. Is it true?" 

The wise lama replied: "Innumerable are the great 
things predestined and prepared. Through the Holy Script¬ 
ures we know of the Teaching of the Blessed One about the 
inhabl tan t$. of the *£t 5 #A* tho same source we 

have heard of the. ,CV- my sit el i d; v* about iron serpents 
which devour space with fire and smoke 
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According to Taoist r yritings the Perfect Man 
(Chen Jon) is so subtile that ho can fly in tho air. 
"Borne on the wings of the wind, seated on the clouds of 
Heaven, he travels from one planet to another and fixes 
his habitation in the stars 11 . 

Shen Ye (Divine Archer) is depicted in Chineso 
lore riding on a celestial bird. It is said that when he 
was carried into the centre of an immense horizon "he 
could nob perceive tho rotary notion of the sun. 11 Our 
future spacemen will not be able to see that either. 

Shoe-Ring, the historical record of Chins., has a 
passage pointing to unknown ways of space travel in anci¬ 
ent China: "When the Miao-Tse, according to ouv ancient 
documents, had, owing to the beguilenent of Tchy-Yeoo, 
tioublcd all the Earth, it becane full of brigands. o ■>. 0 
The King cf the Divine Itynasty cast his eyes over the 
people, and saw no longer among then any'trace of virtue. 
THEN HE COMMANDED TCHONG AND LI TO CUT AWAY EVERY COMMUN¬ 
ICATION BETWEEN HEAVEN AND EARTH. SINCE THEN, THERE HAS 
BEEN NO MORE GOING UP AND D OWN « 

The crntbnpcrary brigands of this planet rrerking 
on spo.ee projects without "any trace of virtue" should 
take this as. a. warning. 

But the lamas of Mongolia and Tibet believe in a 
secret city where virtue and wisdom have been preserved 
for thousands of years. These unknown people arc said to 
have achieved greatest scientific feats including space 
travel. Another myth? Yet F.S. Smytho in charge of tho 
1933 Mount Everest Expedition did see a saucer in the Hi¬ 
malayas and his sighting is practically identical with, 
that of Roerich. In his book "Camp Six" ho writes: "Chan¬ 
cing to glance upwards my attention was caught by a tiny 
silvery sbjooti in the sky apparently vary high, moving 
from West to East." 

Is tho fiery dragon of Criina a traditional image 
of tho fiery cigar-shaped ships of which wo have heard so 
much lately? 

The mysterious Himalayan snowman ("Yeti”) is re¬ 
ported to have been killed. T k Jhy is it that nothing has 
been released as to his appearance or anatomicals truct- 
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ure? Did the officials hit' Upon sonething that they did 
not expect to find? Was the poor Yeti, so mercilessly 
slain by Earthmen, a biological experiment from another''' 
planet? Soon we shall have the answers. -*

The Society was glad to l'eceive from Mr. H. Ful¬ 
ton, President of C.S.I. (New Zealand), a tape recording 
of an interview recorded for-radio station 1ZB, Auckland, 
K.Z., at New Plymouth, tetwoon a lady announcer .and Mr. 
Falwasser. The latter was one of the aerial top-dressirg 
pilots who saw some unidentified objects over Taranaki on 
May 24th., 1954- The interview was broadcast in iZB's 
'•'Daily Diary" at 6.45 p.m. on r 25th. May. Here is the text 
of. the interview: 

Announcer: There's a revival of intarest in flying sau¬ 
cers in New Plymouth at present, because at daybreak yes¬ 
terday three aerial top-dressing pilots reported the pre¬ 
sence of three strange objects in the sky over Taranaki. 
Mr. D. Falwassor was one of the pilots, and he is here-to 
tell us the story. Now, which direction from Now Plymouth 
were you flying-whon you saw*the objocts, Mr. Falwasser? 
Falwassor: We wore flying in an-easterly direction, 
that's towards the mountain, Ruapehu, and these objects 
we saw in and about the Tamaranui area. 

A.: What did they look like? 

F.: They were oval in.shape, reddish-orange in colour, 
and had a red flame coming from around them. 

A.: There was more than one," then? 

F.: At first we saw one, and later we saw round about 
twolve to fifteen. 

A.: And did they just appear out of nowhere, or what hap¬ 
pened? 

F.: Apparently so, yes. 
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A*: Did you get an impression cf great speed? 

F.: We did when they pulled away and climbed steeply, and 
vanished into the morning sky. 

A.: What were they doing before that, thon? 

F.: Well, they seemed to be hovering at about 7,000 feet 
above U3j at the time we were, flying at 3,000 feet and 
travelling about 135 m.p.h., and after about 2 or 3 min¬ 
utes they climbed at great speed and just vanished* 

A„: Before you had this experience, did you think there 
was anything much in-stories about flying saucers? 

F.: Well, yes. It's a very awkward question, actually, 
but I do believe there is something in it. 

A,: And the three of you saw these flying saucers ? or- 
whatever they were, at the same time, did you? 

F.:.Yes, wo did. 

A.-: And for long enough to bo able to tail: about them? 

F.s Yes; we were calling to each other, actually; and it 
was so sudden, we just didn’t knew what to say to c-ach. 
other, 

A.; How was the visibilityrat the time? 

F.: The visibility was excellent. It was a very clear 
morning, and wc could see quito seme miles. 

A.: And as ah airman, you would know'they couldn’t poss¬ 
ibly have been any other kind of aircraft? 

F.: No, they weren't aircraft at all. They ’./ore - 
A.: - out of this world? . •> 

F. ? Quite right. 

A.: Well, thank you very much, Mr. Falwasscr; it's been- 
very interesting to hear your .story.

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o STORIES FROM THE SOCIETY»S CASE.BOOK: o 
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In the Adelaide “Advertiser 11 on 12th. January, 
1956, a short item appeared on the Country News page. 
Headed "FLYING SAUCER AT KELLICENT", it read, in part: 

"Mr. Rex Banks, overseer of Millicent District 
Council, told the council last night that he had seen a 
T flying saucer 1 in a Millicent paddock...... the object 

was a red disc about 5 ft. in diameter and seemed to be 
mounted on a tripod....." 

An A.F.S.R.S. Member, who knows Mr. Banks person¬ 
ally, contacted him by phone and asked him to send a de¬ 
tailed written report on 'thc incident. This Mr. Eahks did 
and the essential points of his report are given below.- 

"It was oh ny returning home from the beach, on 
Sunday evening, 8th, January, at 3.30 p.n., that I notic¬ 
ed it.‘On turning a corner to the right, about six miles 
from Millicent, • I noticed -Something in the paddock on ny 
left the shape of a ball -.which appeared to have leg3 on 
it; after passing I then thought, there i3 no full moon 
tonight; what is that? I then looked through the rear 
window and saw what resembled a dark red ball which seem¬ 
ed to be going up. I went'along tho road a little furthor 
and saw through tho side window the same object. I switc¬ 
hed off the engine and all lights and went to tho left 
side cf my utility, and uatchcd it continue to move in 
the direction of Mount Graham which I would think was 
'"bine miles away. It was five minutes before it was out of 
sight. The size in ny opinion was that cf a. windmill 
wheel, say 3 ft. or 5 ft. irr. diameter at first, and cont¬ 
inuing away until the size of a star and then nothing. 
There was a south-Ve3t wind that night and no lightning 
in tho sky." . .. !t ; 

Useful corroboration of Mr. Banks's report cru?o 
from two people at Ratherlcigh, about 5 miles north of 
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tho point where Mr. Banks saw the object. They saw an ob¬ 
ject moving towards Mount Graham at 8.30 p.m. 

Our investigator reported:."I have chocked with 
the Harbours Board Chief Surveyor, who reports that al¬ 
though their survey ship was at Robe on Sunday night and 
at Beachport on Monday, no flares or any aerial objects 
were released by then,," 

Mr. Banks supplied an addition?. 1 sighting to the 
case. He said: -"I have received o letter from a Eeachport 
resident who states that she saw an object bn the Monclay 
at 5»30 paa» travelling In the-direction N.E. from her 
heme in Beachport over Rxvoli Bay; it is described as be¬ 
ing like an umbrella and a red-lead colour; it floated 
zig-zag. The sun caught it from the West and tho front 
flashed a brilliant yellow and also like gilt;- she goes 
on t* say that it was hidden from her view by a- largo 
tree. It my have gone into tho sea or-floated- still fur¬ 
ther away." 

Here we had all the hallmarks of a first-class 

. f". 

sighting: reliable witnesses, detailed, accurate descrip¬ 
tions, and verification^ Hb'Wever tho "South Eastern 
Tines" (MLlliccnt) throw a'spanner into tho works. First 
it added a significant detail to the original report: "As 
his (Mr-, Banks's) utility approached, two figures appear¬ 
ed to run towards the object, which went- off through the 
air.oc." Then it continued: "Kiss Haney Gray and Mr« 
Victor Bovmnnpassed the locality at about 7.30 
Miss Ciay said that, when near Hart's, they stepped’to 
offer' help t-j two men on the roar!side, and one of them 
had borrowed matches. She had seen a. balloon (of the met¬ 
eorological typo), coloured red and- about three feet in 
diameter, and a surveyor's tripod." 

That appeared on January 13th. The following week 
another long item appeared on the front page c-f the same 
newspaper (January 20th), quote tho relevant paragra¬ 
phs: "Mrs. L.To E3me, of Mill 1 cent, cal"op ah-the office 
on Friday morning, and told us she had p««j-ri* a couple-of 
men on the Rendelsham Range road on Sunday evening..-They. j 
had what was obviously a mqteorological balloon, and 
there had been a government departmental mark c' n their 
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vehicle, Mrs. Eime said A telephone ca 1, to a weat¬ 
her expert at Mt. Ganbier aerodrome, on Tuesday, supported 
this. The officer said CSIRO non had boon releasing ball¬ 
oons at half-hourly intervals fron many points in the' 
South-East in recont weeks,'and that they were operating 
fron the Rendelsham area on the day in question. The bal- 
, loons would be about 3 ft. in diameter when.released, and 
for night observations were ..painted red and had lanterns 
attached. For day work, ordinary white balloons wore 
• used. The experiments were being carried out for observa¬ 
tions on cool changes and soa breezes. 1 ! 

The incident caused considerable public intorest 
in the district at the tine. To quote the "Advertiser" 
(January 12th.): "If a round, red object rising slowly 
into the sky on a dark night is neither noon nor Star - 
what is it? That is what' the overseer of Millicent Dist¬ 
rict Council (Mr. R. Banks) has boon asking himself.since 
Sunday night'and half Millicent is puzzled,.too..... Aft¬ 
er Tuesday's Millicent Council meeting, the Chairman ask- 
od Mr. Banks to tell councillors what he had seen. The 
questions have not stopped since." 

In view of the publicity given to it, it is in- 
; credible that the authorities should have refrainod from 
giving the explanation for the incident. Hot until public 
spirited citizens and the liillicont newspaper staff had 
run them to earth did the authorities admit that CSIRO 
balloons had caused all the bother,,

3. Slade, Matron of Scotch College in Adelaide, with her 
friends Mr® and Mrs. R.L. Warner, end their two children, 
was motoring from Adelaide to Cadell when about 3.30 p.n* 
as the car was leaving Gawler for Greenock, Mr. Warner, 
dri.ving the car, saw an unusual cloud forr.ia.ticn. They saw 
two smaller objects ietatch themselves from the longor 
objcct and begin to manoeuvre about it. At first there 
were smoke trails behind, the-smaller objects. The trails 
later cut cut. The objects i;ere moving at great speed' on 
a horizontal plane and had the shape of cigars, hr. Warn¬ 
er saido 

,M They wore making circles, one behind the--other*, 
ho said. 'When they moved vertically they took on the 
well-known saucer shape and appeared to spin. I have an 
idea this was_due to the angle wo saw them*. Mr. Warner’s 
son John described the two gleaming objects as 'like- pen¬ 
cils '. Ke said they moved in formation and appeared-to -j*f 
come very close to the earth at one time. . A woman passer¬ 
by also saw the phenomena." 

In a special report* to the A.IMS.R.S. Mr. Warner, 
who is an ex-RAAF man, said- the objects were definitely 
not aircraft. He said that his party watched them for ab¬ 
out 15 minutes. They wore white in colour, "shaded under¬ 
neath giving a spinning cffoct”. 

At first they travelled on a horizontal plane; 
next they moved 45 degrees upwards, then vertically up¬ 
wards, eventually completir^.moro or less a'circle. After 
this manoeuvre, "both objects appeared to come directly 
towards us, growing rapidly in length. They suddenly 
stopped, moved slightly to .the right, and then 1 dissolved 
into cloud." 

The* weather at the time was fine and sunny, with 
a few clouds.

A letter^, to the Editor, headed "Flying Saucer Ex¬ 
perience", was published in the "Advertiser" (Adelaide) 
dated 9th. January 1956, It ran as follows: 

"Sir - I first..believed I saw a 'flying, saucer' 

- in 1952, and told my friends, but they only laughed at 
ne..1 live at Port Lincoln, and as I was walking up the 
town jetty -on Saturday at about 9.45 a.n., I happened to 
look toward? Winter's Kill, which is in the West, and 
just above the top of the hill, I again.saw what I 
thought was a 'flying saucer'. There is no other way to 
describe it. It definitely was round and flat, and revol¬ 
ving. I saw it for a few minutes as it banked, shewing a 
clear outline..... After .seeing a flying saucer four 
years ago, I soon dismissed it from my mind. 3ut after 
this second instance, I am convinced that f.tying;saucers 
are true. - Jin Blackwood, Pert Lincoln." 

We wrote to Mr, Blackwood, asking, him if' he 
could'give us any more details' of those sightings; Here 
is his report: 

"The first time I saw a flying saucer was in 1952 
on November 20th., at approximately 7.30 p.m. Its direct¬ 
ion was duo North of where .1 was standing, Tho flying 
3aucor wasn't too high-above the. horizon, and I suppose 
you would call it cigar-shaped, but I thought it was more 
like a. log. But here is where my two. sightings differ. 

This one was dark in colour, but that was probably due to 
the sun, which had already gone down. .1 could see it for 
a.full 10 to 15 seconds before it disappeared at a very 
rapid rate in an Easterly direction..Its,outline was very 
sharp and .not at all blurred. Before disappearing it took 
up-a; different shape, like an oval. There was only a 
slight breeze blowing. As for its size, I find that hard 
to answer, tho. two of them differing because the first 
was much closer tbam *foy I'm afraid there ioht 

much more'I can add, only xhat tho second saucer was' much 
rounder than the first, lighter in colour - it seomod 
grey to moj and it left a. trail, whcrde.s the first did

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At the noeting Contact Compass 

of the Society held in 
July, 1955, Mr. Keith 
Cartuiright described a 
simple device which he 
had invented to detect 
the magnetic fields of 
saucers passing over¬ 
head.

is a stock theory in saucer research. Whatever technical 
defects it may have, at least it is logically sound.**..

A few researchers say he 
neglected to add that falling objects would always behave 
like this unless magnetic attraction could be broken..... 
What we should do now, they say, is scrap all we know ab¬ 
out flying and go right to the base of the problem.- find

acting in the opposite direction. Well, don't just stand 
thereJ Get working on itJ" 

b; .. . Keith didn't just stand thero. His original det- 

r ector was not‘Sensitive enough to give the required res¬ 
ults, so ho get to work on a fork 2 version. He then 
wrote to "Post" describing the now model, and hia letter 
was published in t e February 2:3rd. issue, with a circuit 
diagram; Hero is’ his own description of hia device; 
the circuit details are shown in the diagram opposite. 

"In several books dovoted to flying saucer lore 
it has boon noted that magnetic compasses seem to go hay- 
wire when U.F.G. 's- are in the vicinity, so why not conn¬ 
ect up an electrical circuit-with the compass needlo, so 
that when tho needle is deflected from magnetic north it 
completes a circuit in which is included, on electric boll? 

"Needless to say, it’ would bo j.r .tnor fruitless to 
have only one detector in existence to cover tho complete 
area of Australia, so with suitable distribution of -tho 
idea, many such detectors could be made; then perhaps we 
could gain tho information we aro socking. 

"Care should bo taken to fasten the wire to the 
battery only after orienting the.equipment so that the 
compass noodle is nicely balanced nrnide the loop. This 
contact loop should, to made cf a material like silver 
which will minimis© arcing. The contact loop hole should 
be about 3/16" in diameter. A-further improvement to pre¬ 
vent arcing is to connect'a. *05 nfd. radio ccndensor bet- 
o ween the needle, pivot and the-contact loop." 

The tip of the needle should bo cleaned with om- 
o erynpaper so that it can make good electrical contact 
with thoi loop,; likewiao tho pivot on X;Lich tho needlo 
o rests* Silver wire'is idoal for the contact loop, but if 
this is not available,.’a loop of tinned copper or clean 
bare copper may bo used. The -fork 2 detector is so sensi¬ 
tive that the boll may be set ringing by iron or steel 
o objects’being moved in the vicinity. Therefore it should 
bo set up in a quiet corner, away from electrical equip¬ 
ment, steel furniture, etc.

has made himself a Iferk 2 detector. Here is his ovm rep¬ 
ort of an experience with it: 

n 0n the night of Dec. 27th., 1955, at about 10.15 
p.m. the bell rang. I thought I had jolted the needle and 
didn't take much notice for a few moments. Then I thought 
'It won't hurt to have a look', so I went outside and was 
looking about when a very bright blue-white object shot , 
across the sky. It seemed to be very low, and headed for 
the Earth in a slight curve like a meteor, yet it seemed 
to flutter, like so“ (Mr. Millikan drew a zig-zag line). 
"It was more or less like a medium sized skyrocket, with 
a glowing tail. It travelled at a speed comparable with a 
toy'rocket. Just before it burned out it turned a decided 
greenish colour. There was no sound, and it was visible 
for perhaps 2-3 seconds. The sky was.clear except for 
an odd cloud or two." 

> Coincidence? Perhaps so. But we must stretch the 
coincidence a little further. Fifteen minutes later, some 
people in Adelaide saw a cigar-shaped object, "givirg off 
a reddish glow", which cannot be accounted for. (See 
"Press Digest", P. 22.) A few more such cases would forge 
a valuable link in the chain of evidence.

Mechanics", a letter to the Editor from Mr, R.V.G. Anstee 
was published. Hore are a few sentences from- this letter: 

"Recently I was among others who heard a tape re- 
. cording from George Adanski..,., Many people forgot that 
Adanski 1 s photographs have never been proved; false } and 
the experts have had over two and a half years to study 
them, o*o. e The Editor of the Australian Flying Saucer Soc¬ 
iety has publicly stated that he can prove that Adamski 1 s 
visitor did in fact cone from outer space 
» The Editor, Mr* F, J. Camm, coursented in reply: 

"We suggest that it is impossible to prove that the visi¬ 
tor came from cuter space." 

The following month, November, saw the publicat¬ 
ion of a withering editorial by Mr. Camm, provoked mainly 
by Lord -Dowding's public statements, In part, it reads: 
"Lord Dowding in a recent speech said that evidence of 
flying saucers is overwhelming. If by this he means fly¬ 
ing saucers from other planets the exact reverse is the 
case,.There X3 not a tittle of evidence of ary sort 
that any craft from any planet lias ever landed on any 
part of the Earth. .If ho thinks otherwise he must bo eas¬ 
ily convincedi He wont on to say .visiters from outer 
space will'not toll us their secrets because the first 
thing we would do would be to fit out an expedition with 
soldiers, and then try tc conquer them. ’Wo must loam - 

"better ‘ manners before they will tell U3 of their sciont- 
. ific attainments, 1 This, of course, is-uttor : poppycock, 
and wo challenge Lord Dowding to produce any acceptable 
evidence in support of his views. During his talk he quo¬ 
ted from a number of well-known bookson the subject, in¬ 
cluding Adanski*s..... He dealt with the reported landing 
Qf a flying saucer at Lossiemouth..... He regaled his au¬ 
dience with a story of an American who talked with the 
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cap’uain of a 300ft« flying saucer, which landed before 
him* She was a beautiful woman named Cra Rhanos. We are 
told that the American's wife was now suing for divorce 
and naming the woman from outer space as co-respondent. 

It will bo rather interesting to see if Ora intervenes* 

The oral cross-examination will be rather interesting.' *. * 
•o In his peroration Lord Dcwding said: 'You may go away 
from here thinking that everyone of those stories is no¬ 
thing more than the figment of a diseased imagination or 
deliberate lie. But there must be a truth behind this, 
and the only way I know of arriving at that truth is to 
take all the evidence that comes along and analyse it and 
dissect it. ' I cannot oelie-ve that Lord Dowding who like 
Adamski is a spiritualist was really serious. If so lie is 
easily convinced." 

It seemed that a reply was called for, sc we sent 
a lengthy letter to "Practical Mechanics", part of which 
we quote below: 

The Editor, 

Practical Mechanics. 

Dear Sir, 

The Australian Flying Saucer Research Society 
has been following with interest the articles, letters, 
etc., dealing with "Flying Saucers" which have been publ¬ 
ished in "P.M." from time to. time. Uo are a serious, Aust¬ 
ralia-wide .organisation, formed for the purpose of invest¬ 
igating, on a scientific basis, the phenomena known as 
Flying Saucers..... In the issue of "P.M." dated October, 
1955, a correspondent, R.W.G. ‘Ahstoe..... mentions that 
Hr. Fred Stone, President of our Society, has publicly 
stated "that he cp.n prove that Adamski's visitor did 
in fact come from outer space". You suggest, in reply, 
that it is impossible to prove that the visitor came from 
outer space. Mr. Stone was expressing a personal opinion, 
in that he had proved to his own satisfaction that the 
visitor came from outer space by studying the evidence 
given in Adamski's book and following up independent 
lines of research. Although the majority of Members-of 
the. Society believe Adamski's story to b.c substantially 
true, we cannot offer as yet any sc5.ontific proof..... I 
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would like to concent brioflyycn your provocative editor¬ 
ial. .... in which you say: ’’There is not a tittle of evi¬ 
dence of any sort that any craft from any planet has ever 
landed on any part cf the Earth". I think that you should 
distinguish between "evidence" and "proof". There may be 
no positive,-irrefutable, scientific, proof; but there is 
plenty of evidence which would, bo acceptable in a court 
of law, including sworn affidavits in the case cf Adamski, 
and this evidence cannot be brushed aside as non-existent. 
Each case must bo considered on its merits. This Society- 
does’ not accept without reservations such stories as 
those of Bethurum.•... or of Cedric Allingham.. IJc study 
all these stories and search for flaws. Incidentally, Ad- 
amski is not a spiritualist, and has consistently denied 
that his experiences have anything to do with psychic 
matters. That does not mean that he does not believe in 
such things; but to accept the existence cf psychic phon-, 
omena does not make a person a spiritualist. Yours etc. 

To round off the story, here are relevant para¬ 
graphs from !fr. Canun's reply: "In reply to your letter, 
extracts from which I shall publish, may I say that I do 
not subscribe to many of the views you express. Evidence 
is not proof unless it is substantiated, but you really 
must not believe that independent people are not able to 
sift evidence and form their own opinions..... Whenever I 
have sifted such 'Proofs’ I have found fraud, hallucinat¬ 
ion or science fiction. This does not moan to say that I 
do not believe that there is life on other planets..... 
Regarding Adamski as -a spiritualist, you aro incorrect. 

He has admitted it himself, and I suggest you rc-read his 
book. If a man believes in spiritualism he is a spiritua¬ 
list. .Many thanks, however, for tricing the trouble to 
writo."
